Hu novor sought 
norauhiovod tho character or namo ot a 
desjieraclo, nud no ono can truthfully say 
that Joo Hurt, or Uto Joo, as ho wng

engaged in dispute or 


qunrrol except to protect his own life or 
property. Ilo is a magnificent horseman, 
an unerring shot., and is endowed with re- 
marliablo eyesight and memory for Dacos 
ami lociilitios. Ho can discern 
objects 


with Iho naked eye at a greater distance 
than an ordinary man can sight thom 
with JL powerful telescope. By 
natural 


instinct ho is ab!o to recognize and do- 
scribu either white man or Indian attor a 
lapse ot }'eap.i. 


In tho fifties Hurt was employed as a 


professional hunter by tho Overland Ex- 
press Company. Ho was stationed at a 
place called Sulphur Springs. Game was

pened along and murdered tho station 
ugtmt ami his family a couple oC hostlers 
and tho storekeeper.

tho place. Upon returning Joo observed 
tho Indians nnd know that they wore 
awaiting his advent, as tho redskins had a 
custom ot exterminating the inhabitants 
of a station whan they attacked it.

rightly reasoned that it was a battloto tho 
death and made for a high knoll with all 
possible speed. 
Rone-bins it he hastily 


constructed a barricade with loose boul- 
ders ami killed the horse which ho had 
been riding. The redskins heard tho shot 
and hastened toward tho improvised for- 
tress, little thinking that the loan with 
whom they hud to cope was, as they after- 
ward declared, ua great medicine man." 
Tho fight lasted ton hours.

which das hod toward Hurt with tho con- 
lldenco that a mountain lion leaps upon 
the back o£ a timid antelopo numbered 
twenty-one gaily painted warriors. Alter

On another occasion a thieving band 


of Utes stole a bunch oi! forty horses from 
Mr. Hurt's ranch on tho Platte.

A party was soon 
formed in Rawlins to hasten to his assist- 
ance. They mot Hurt returning with tho 
stolen horses, and packed upon tho back 
of ono of the animals was R bloody bun- 
dle which wa* found to contain fourteen 
fresh scalps. Tho r.orvo of tho man is 
simply wonderful and his hatred of In- 
dians n mystery. Ho huntad thom for 
months at a time, aud though often 
wounded was never seriously injured. As 
late as 1S72 Hurt was acting as scout, 
guide and hunter. In IS") ho took a con- 
tract to supply a Chicago house with live 
thousand antelope carcasses Inono month. 
He earned tho stipulated consideration 
easily. It is an actual fact that Hurt 
slaughtered and shipped ono thousand 
thjeo hundred antelope in four days.
